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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: new limitations are being introduced after the 
final rejection which raises new issues that would require further a further search and consideration. Also new claims 20-23 require further 
search and consideration. 

As per claim 13 is not currently amended and thus remains rejected over Nishioka in view of Anderson. Nishioka discloses the payment 
machine as the user site apparatus verifying the authenticity in the enciphering/deciphering unit (Nishioka on cql.9, lines 33-45). 
Deciphering obviously is to verify the encrypted content is authentic by having the proper information for decryption to obtain the original 
data. Although, Nishioka suggests verifying the authenticity by the user site apparatus, but Nishioka does not disclose the signing the 
document that was transmitted (transferred material) to the smart card. Which obviously also suggests that Nishioka does not include the 
entirety of the claimed the payment machine comrises means for verifying the authenticity of the signed and transferred material. Thus, 
Anderson is combined with Nishioka suggesting that it is obvious for a person of ordinary skills in the art the document is signed and 
transmitted where the third party (payment machine) can read and verify that the part is part of a document that is subject to a valid 
certified signature (Anderson on col. 16, lines 1-6). 
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
